DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-15 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jones '054. 

With respect to claim 29, Jones '054 shows a leveling system 10 (Fig. 1) for a reversing 
assembly (Fig. 1) comprising: 

a leveling carriage 40; 

a reversing table 34,66 attached to the leveling carriage 40, the leveling carriage 40 being 
rotatable (about 50) with respect to the reversing table 34,66 at a first point 50; and 

a frame 55,58 attached to the leveling carriage 40, the leveling carriage 40 being rotatable 
(about 54) with respect to the frame 55,58 at a second point 54, the frame 55,58 also being 
attached via 42,64,66 to the reversing table 34,66, the reversing table 34,66 being rotatable with 
respect to the frame 55,58 at a third point 64.
